Expiation Quickly Follows the

ITTSBURG (Kan.) Dec. 25.—Mont- 
P comers Godley, a negro, was taken 

from the jail here today, and 
lynched because early this morning ” 
shot and killed Milton Hinkley,. 
policeman, while the officer was pee 
to protect himself from a crowd of un- 
ruly negroes. 

The negro jerked the officer's, pistol 
from its scabbard and shot the ‘officer 
with it from behind. Two_hours later 
the mob gathered around the City Jail, 
where he had been taken after he was 
caught, and hanged him to a telephone 
pole. 

A large number of negro men and 
women from the various mining camps 
Joe Godley, brothers, were drinking 
and carousing at a ball. Officer Hink- 
ley requested them to be quiet. The 
Godley brothers answered him in an 
iheulting and insolent manner, and he 
then tried to arrest them. They re- 
sisted and Hinkley blew his whistle 
for help. Then he drew his club ia 
order to protect himself from the 
Slaught of the crowd. He was h 
ing his own sagaingt . three of them, 
when Mont. Godley

Other officers purgyed the negroes, all 
of whom started to run when the of- 
ficer fell, The Godley. brothers were 
captured; ahd locked up ‘in the 
‘City Jail. pea was carried to the 
(Hy Hall, where he 
this morning. 

The news of*the murder spread, and 
sooh a crowd was gathered about the 
jail. Leaders were not slow in com- 
ing forward, and cries of “Hang him,” 
“burn him.” “get a rope” were heard 
on every side. A'jnob gathered in the 
corridors and abaut the jail doors. 
An attempt was ‘made to rob City, 
Marshal Higgins of his keys te the 
jail door, but he convinced the mob 
that they were not fn his possession 
at the time. A crowbar and hammer 
were then procured, and the jall doors 
battered and broken open. 

Godley had courage and cursed the 
mob when its leaders entered the juil, 
but his courage deserted him when 
he began to realize that death was 
near. He began to supplicate and beg 
to the officers to protect him, but they 
were overpowered and taken care of 
by a portion of the mob. 

Godley was dragged from the jail 
into the yard, and given a few *mo- 
ments to talk. He told so many con- 
flicting stories about the affair that 
the mob became impatient and hur- 
ried him about three blocks away 
from the jail. Procuring a rope on 
the way, the mob hanged him to the 
step pins of a telephone pole. The 
rope broke on the first effort, ang God- 
ley fell to the ground. At this in- 
stant someone in the crowd cut his 
throat on the left side, @evering the 
jugular vein. This brought a more 
merciful death than was intended by 
the mob. He was then hanged again. 

Godley came here from Pierce City, 
Mo., at the time the citizens of that 
town drove the negroes out of the city 
about two years ago. The mob left his 
body hanging for several hours before 
it was cut down. 

Great excitement prevails here among 
both whites and negroes as a result 
of the lynching. Belligerent crowds 
have been upon the streets al? day, 
and have made ugly threats. Numer- 
ous negroes have been locked up for 
carrying concealed weapons. It is ex- 
pected there will be further trouble be- 
tween the races, 

Godley’s brather was burned at the 
stake in Pierce City, Mo., nearly two 
years ago at the time of the anti-ne- 
gro troubles there following an assault 
on a young woman. Mont Gobley was 
driven from Pierce City then.

The manuscript of this collection was 
#een by M..Uzganne in the establish- 
ment of an autograph dealer near the 
British Museum. He was prevented 
by the poet's family from publishing 
any fragments of the talk ten years 
‘back, but now, on the approach of 
the centenary, he communicates a few 
extracts to the Echo de Paris. 

Like Luther, Coleri and Bis- 
marck, Hugo discus many things 
at table, and nearly everything that 

said was interesting. Some of his 
conversation, as M. Uzanne appro- 
priately points out, revealed his in- 
nate vanity and showed that he was 
rancorous to those who failed to treat 
him with due consideration.—{Balti- 
more American. 


Troops in Philippines. 

The War Department has received 
the following list of the location and 
number of the troops stationed in the 
Philippines: The total force, including 
the Philippine scouts, 2zmounted to 
25,290 at the date of November 1. The 
division among the three departments 
was as foilows: Luzon, 13,345; Visayas, 
4531; Mindanao, 5063. In addition to 
these forces, the Signal Corps nu:n- 
bered 419, the medical department 1594 
and the Ordnance Corps 38, a tota' of 
“2051. Manila itself has a garrison of 
3483 men, including four butteries «f 
coast artillery. Iloilo. the headuar- 
ters of the Department of the Visayas, 
has a garrison of three companies of 
the Twenty-ninth Infantry and one 
company of Philippine scouts. At 
Zamboanga, the headquarters of the 
Department of Mindanao, are a detach- 
ment of engineers and Co. I}, of the 
Tenth Infantry. Garrisons aggregat- 
ing three: companies or more are 
at Batangas, Luzon; Calva, 

nay, Calcacan, Lugon:; Camp Vicars, 
Mindanao; Cebu, Iligan, 
Jolo, Laguan, Samar; Malaoang, Min- 
danao; Malohi Island, Luzon. Matling 
Falls, Mindanao: Paranz, Mindanas, 
Solomagu and San Teranads, Luzon. 


Gen. Davis has six brigadier-gener- 
als—Wade, Sumner, Bell, Baldwin, 
Wint and Lee.

Gov. Gage is signalizing his last 
days in office by placing in posittons 
of high trust and responsibility men | 
i'whe are notoriously unfit for the du- 
‘ties which they will be called upon’ 
to perform. These appointments, like 
other appointments made by Gov. 
Gage, have been made confessedly and 
solely as a reward for political or per- 


|.’ sonal services, and not because of any 


fitness on the part of the appointees. 
Gov. Gage will go down in the his- 


“tory of California as the Governor 


who made a greater number of unfit 
appointments than any other man 
who occupied the office. It is fortu- 
nate, indeed, for the people of Cali- 
fornia that his term is so near its 
Amazing as it may appear, it 
actually looks as though it had been 
his aim to place in official positions, 
not the best men he could find. for 
those positions, but some of ti 
worst. The long list of incompetents 
whom he has made the recipients of 
official preferment, upon no other 


‘ground than as a reward for politi- 


cal or personal services to himself, 
constitutes a standing disgrace and a 
permanent scandal. 

And now comes this strange, per- 
verse and wrong-headed man, in the 
Yast days of his expiring term as Gov- 
ernor, with four more appointments 
which are as malodorous as the rest, 
if not more so. These selections are 
the appointment of 
Dan Kevane and Guy B. Barham as 
State Bank- Commissioners, of the no- 
‘ttorious Peter C. Yorke as Regent of 
the State University, and of C. F. A. 
Last to another term as brigadier-gen- 
eral in the National Guard. 

Dan Kevane is notoriously a private 
“striker” of Gage’s, an unscrupulous 
advocate, and exemplar of personal 
politics, And an unsavory representa- 
tive of all that this term implies. 
He has no qualifications fitting him 
for the important ana technical posi- 
tion of State Bank Commissioner. 
This is notorious, and cannot be 

Guy B. Barham, though not so con- 
spicyously without qualifications for 
‘the position as is Kevane, is never- 
‘theless an unfit selection. His per- 
sonal associations, political methods 
and private habits have not been of a 
kind to recommend him for the of- 
fice of Bank Commissioner under a 
Republican Governor, nor for any 
other public position of responsibility. 
Barham is a Democrat of the pros- 
titute brand, a political walker of the 
street class, a politician for revenue, 
a sort of social buffoon made notor!i- 
ous by addie-pated newspaper report- 
ers unable to detect a pretender when 
they see him 
road conspicuous in loud stockings. 
If the retiring Governor had searched 
the State for a Bank Commissioner, he 
could hardly have found more of a 
“misfit” than Barham. 

In all the State of California there 
is probably no more nctorious dema- 
gogue, vicious shouter and dangerous 
disturber than the Rev. P. C. Yorke, 
the Catholic priest who has again and 
acain defiled the robes of his sacred 
office by wallawing in his own pe- 
culiar and unclean mire of politics; 
by appealing to the lowest passions and 
the vilest prejudices of ignorant men; 
by flercely cxerting himself to arouse 
still further the. evil ss: Bee of ex- 
cited and unreasoning men at a time 
of great public danger.

pant facility of speech, which passes 
current with the shallow-minded as 
oratorical wisdom. 

_ The appointment of this anagchistic 
strife-breeder to the position of Regent 
of the State University is an affront 
to the respectable and conservative 
citizenship of the entire State, for 
which Gov. Gage could :be punished 
were he not already politically dead. 

These three appointments, each no- 
toriously and irredeemably bad, would 
form a fitting finale to the acknowl- 
edged mal-administra::on of Mr. Gage; 
but there is yet another—the fourth 
recent bad appointment—which comes 
now to intensify the malodor of thr 
circumambient polgical atmosphere. 
This is the rea ntment of Brig.- 
Gen. C. F. A. Last: in the National 
Guard. In the first place, the eligibil- 
ity of Lasi under te law is gravely 
doubted; in the next place, there is 
nothing in tis past military service 
warranting another commission; in 
the third place, the military condi- 
tion, discipline and efficiency of the 
State trceps under his command con- 
stitute no conclusive testimonial in his 
favor. He is a _ political general— 
“only this and nothing more.” 

If the California National Guard is 
to attain efficiency and command the 
respect cf the people for whose de- 
fense it was organized, it must be 
officered by ‘the best men available. 
The first consideration is military 
knowledge, capacity, experience and 
devotion to duty on the part of” the 
officers, particularly the general offi- 
cers. Then come creditable cWil 
standing, influence in the community, 
and business and social repute, All 
these are necessary where the com- 
plete success of the Guard is so de- 
pendent upon public respect and con- 
fidence as it confessedly is under our 
system. The-Times does not advocate 
political appointments to military of- 
ficers; but if politics must enter here. 
let it be remembered that Last is not 
Republican. 

Fortunately, the nomination of Gen. 
Last has to pass the scrutiny of the 
State Senate. It does not deserve and 
will mot receive confirmation by that 
body if the members are alert and in- 
dependent. 

Here are four peculiarly unfit. ap- 
pointments made in the closing days 
of a State administration which wil! 
be classed, when the final verdict of 
unbiased history shall have been ren- 
dered, as the most personal, the nar- 
rowest, the most vindictive, the most 
reckless of public opinion, the weak- 
est, the most wobbly, and ‘the least 
progressive administration in all the 
annals of California. 


TATEHOCOD BOOMERS’ MISTAKE. 


One of the numerous mistakes which 
the advocates of Statehood for Arizona 
and New Mexico have made, from the 
beginning,’ has been in the manner of 
their campaign. They appear to have 
started in upon the false assumption 
that these Territories could force their 
way into the Union, whether the rest 
ot the States were willing or unwil- 
ling. They have been utterly intoler- 
ant of criticism, and have heaped 
abuse and denunciation upon all who 
differed from their view of the State- 
hood question. They have seemed to 
proceed upon the assumption that they 
could ride rough shod over all objec- 
tions, and could virtually force Con- 
gress to admit these Territories into 
the Union as States. 

There are evidences that these inju- 
dicious advocates of Statehood are be- 
ginning to see their mistake, although 
it is quité probable that the revelation 
has come too late. There is a notable 
modification of the dictatorial attitude 
at first assumed, and a_ decided in- 
clination to ask for Statehood as a 
privilege. rather than to demand it as 
a right. This change of policy is the 
first necessary step toward securing 
the admirsion of these Territories as 
States. It will never be possible for 
them to force their way into the Un- 
ton. They will be admitted in due 
course of time, beyond all question; 
but it will not be by reason of the em- 
ployment of bulldozing tactics. 

There is much ‘to be eaid on both 
gides of this question. Those Senators 


Heve that the time has yet arrived for 
admitting Arizona and New Mexico to 
the Union are doubtless as sincere in 
their opinions as are those who are 
waging so aggressive a campaign in 
favor of Statehood. There is no war- 
rant for impugning their motives, nor 
for subjecting them to harsh and 
hasty criticism because of their oppo- 
sition to the scheme of Statehood. 
When these Territories are admitted to 
the Union it should be upon a busi- 
ness basis and for sound civic reasons, 
after they have gained the necessary 
population, not .for any sentimental 
reasons. When there shall no longer 
be any doubt as to their qualifications 
for the privileges and powers of State- 
hood, they should be, and they doubt- 
less will be, admitted, and without se- 
rious opposition. 

‘At the present juncture, however ar- 
dently the advocates of Statehood may 
press their cause, they must recognize 
the fact that there are many and se- 
rious reasons for the position assumed 
by those who oppose them. There 
would be manifest injustice in giving 
to Arizona, With a population of less 
‘than 200,000, the ecame representation in 
the Senate of the United States as the 
great State of New York has, with 
over 6,000,000 population... It does not 
help matters to say that the State of 
Nevada, with a much smaller popula- 
tion than Arizona, has two Senators. 
A great mistake was made in the ad- 
mission of Nevada to Statehood. The 
admission of other disqualified Terri- 
tories would not serve to remedy that 
mistake. Two wrongs cannot make a 
right. 

Without attempting here to enter 
into a discussion of the claims of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico to Statehood, it 
is proper to point out the fact that 
their continued prosperity is not. in 
any sense dependent upon their ad- 
mission to the Union, and the further 
fact that those who oppose such action 
are as much entitled to their opinions 
as are those who favor it. It is not 
out of place to remark, furthermore, 


misrepresentation are se]dom success- 
ful in winning a victory for any cause. 


ISCHIEVOUS MONOPOLIES. 
According to a dispatch from New 
York, the beef trust's grip is still upon 
the unhappy people of that metropolis, 
with no prospect that it will be re- 
laxed in the near future. While there 


the States of the Middle West, the 
prices of beef in New York are still 
at the high figures which have pre- 
vailed for months past, placing meats 
practically beyond the reach af ‘the 
poor. “The trust,” says the dispatch, 
“in excuse for its hold-up methods, 
says that while beef on the hoof is 
lewer, it cannot get enough cars to 
bring to this city a supply sufficient to 
affect the price.’ Inasmuch as. the 
trust owns its own cars, the people of 
New York are naturally siow to ac- 
cept this excuse as sufficient for the 
continued high price of meat. They 
are made still more incredulous by 
continued reports from the West to 
the effect that “there are plenty of 
fat cattle on the ranges; that farmers 
are anxious to ship; and that the 
beef barons, in order to_keep up prices, 
if possible, have advi heir agents 
in the fleld to buy as fewrcattie as 
possible.” 

A: .ong the most pernicious of mo- 
nopolieés are those which deal in arti- 
cles of necessity. In cases where arti- 
cles of luxury are made the sub 
of monopoly, the consumer is not 
together at the mercy of the trust, 
for he can refuse to buy when the 
price of an article is placed at too 
high a figure. But with articles of 
necessity, the case is different. High 
prices for articles of prime necessity 
invariably mean hardship for the 
poor, and more or less sickness as a 
result of malnutrition. Most monop- 
olies are evils, which lead to abuses 
and injustices. Monopolies of the 
necessaries of life are not many re- 
moves from crime. 

Some way should be found, and 
some way will’ be found, in the not 
very distant future, to place a check 
upon these conspiracies of greed which 
prey upon the long-suffering public. 
The action initiated by the President 
against the beef trust may furnish a 
partial solution of the problem, or it 
may at least point the way to meas- 
ures and policies which will lead to 
the desired results. The question, how- 
ever, must be approached from the 
standpoint of reason, moderation and 
common sense. Appeals to passion, 
indiscriminate denunciation, and po- 
litical demagogy will serve to aggra- 
vate rather than te help the situa- 
tion. 

The trust will in time either be 
legislated out of existence, will per- 
ish of its own inherent weakness, or 
will be so brought under lega! restric- 
tions as to be virtually harmless for 
evil. All this will be accomplished 
by rational, statesmanlike measures, 
not by demagogic rant and bluster. +

A depositor who, by negligence in 
failing to detect forgeries among the 
vouchers re*irned by the bank and 
to give the bank notice thereof, causes 
loss to the bank either by enabling the 
forger to repeat his fraud, or by de- 
priving the bank of an opportunity to 
obtain restitution, is held, in Critten 
vs. Chemical National Bank, N. Y., 57 
L. R. A. 529, to be responsible for the 
damage caused by his default. 


Refusal to comply with a contract 
to purchase rea] estate, by reason of 
which the broker who negotiated the 
sale is deprived of his commission, 
is held, in Livermore vs. Crane (Wash.) 
57 L. R. A. 401, to render the intending 
purchaser liable for the damages there- 
by inflicted_on the broker, although he 
had agreed Yo look to the seller for his 
commission.

Happlest of All the Days the 
Brightest Here. — 


It's Better with Blizzards and 
Coal Bills Cut Out. 


Services in Los Atigeles Largely 
Attended— Dinners and 
Delights. 


That first Christmas, centuries and 
centuries ago, musi have been some 
such a day as yesterday.

and fall over each other's feet. The 
ones int the back row yip very fero- 
clously. 
~ The ficlds roll away from the houre 
to the orchard and the tall eycalyptus 

ve bevond, and the back windows 
of the heuse look over mile after mile 
of green, gently-rolling hil's. 

At dinner you don't have the hired 
man in with an am to crack the but- 
ter, and the plum pudding is quite as 
entrancing, and you get just as good 
a brand of stomachache as though your 
teeth chattered all the time, and yoh 
envied the server of it in being so 
near the burning brandy. 

All-the while, the roses are nodding 


at you audaciously through win- 


dows, and the poppies swing airy litle 
dances for you in the wind, just as 
though they were dancing girls at the 
banquet; you may see them swaying 
through the windows. 

And the end of the day comes with 
sweet wistfulness—like a sigh. 

The light just softens a little, and 
then fades gently away until the last 
of the sun-is a flush up through the 
golden valley from the salt sea be- 
yond.

GOOD THINGS AT HOME. 
PUBLIC DINNERS NOT GENERAL. 

Public Chrietmas dinners Were not 
60 numerous yesterday as on previous 
celebrations of the world-wide holiday. 
Partly because there is poverty 
than before, and in purt because the 
charity dispensers have adopied differ- 
ent methoas for the dissemination of 
reiief, there was hardly a place in Los 
Angeies where free dinners were served 
to all comers. 

Notwithstanding this fact, it ig be- 
Heved that no worthy poor person went 
to bed hungry last night. Hobos and 
the riffraff of humanity, who look on 
Christmas Day the time when they 
can fill their stomachs with good things, 
were disappointed sorely, and they a!so 
found that there was not the usual flow 
of free beer and whisky, owing to a 
combination of the liquor men, who 
stuck to their determination to dis- 
pense no presents of ‘booze. 

Wagon loads of provisions were sent 
to the homes of the worthy poor by the 
Salvation Army, Volunteers of Amer- 
ica and the Associated Charities, ard it 
is believed that at least 2000 persons 
were recipients of this bounty. The 
methods of the Salvation Army und the 
Volunteers were the same. With mohey 
placed in numerous sireet boxes, large 
supplies of provisions were purchased, 
and lsts were made of families that 
were in need. Boxes containing grover- 
les, vegetables, fruit and nuts were 
prepared and sent out Wednesday aft- 
ernoon and yesterday. In some cases 
shoes and clothing were given out. It 
is estimated that at least $1000 was ex- 
—- by the tWo organizations in this 
work. 

In addition to the supplies that were 
sent out by the Associated Charities, 
there were presents of muney that had

Desperate ‘Robbers Harvest 
Crop of Cash, 


; 
Four Chrisimas Eve Crimes 
ported to Police. 


by Gang of Five, Accord- 
ing to His Story. 


Four hold-ups, ali except possibly 
undoubtedly genuine, was the 
Christmas eve record in Los Angeles. 
This does not include the bold attempt 
to commit another robbery which was 
frustrated by the bravery of the in- 
tended victim, the particulars of which 
were published in The Times yesterday.

Between 10 
and 10:30 o'clock he started to return 
to the Hollenbeck Hotel.’ Near the 
corner of Requena street he was ap- 


‘proached by five men, one of whom 


called him by name and asked him if 
he could not give them money. Mr. 
Watson replied that he had no money 
to spare, and was then told that they 
intended to take his money. 

The fact that the man who addressed 
him evidently knew him, led Watson 
to think that he was joking. He soon 
discovered that he was in the hands of 
a gang of determined criminals. <As 
the spokesman approached himh, Wat- 
s0n struck him on the face with his 
fist, but did not kneck him down. ‘Ane 
other robber drew a club and was about 
to strike his victim, but the leader told 
him not to use the weapon, as Watsen 
was easy and a gocd fellow, who should 
not be injured. He then informed his 
victim that the five could easily “do 
him up” if he resisted,. and Watson 
necessarily submitted to being. 
searched. The robbers secured $43.56, 
and one of them seized the packages of 
Christmas presents, candy and toys 
whith Watson had intended to give to 
the children of friends, scattered them 
on the sidewalk and trampled them.

What the King Can Do. 


King Edward VII might shatter the 
empire without breaking any law. He 
has supreme command of the naval 
forces, and might sell every ship, dis- 
band the crews, and give away the 
stores. At the same time he might 
dismiss every officer, noncommissioned 
officer and private in the army, from 
Lord Roberts down. He has the 
power to cancel the orders and com- 
manders, to make war with acts of 
generals and any country, and to ob- 
tain peace at any price. All these 
acts are strictly within the legal in- 
terpretationsof the prerogative of the 
crown. King Edward is the supreme 
power known to the law. He ts head 
of the State, head of the Legislature, 
head of the church, head of the army, 
head of the navy. He may appoint 
any person to any office of authority, 
and the person s0 appointed may not 
decline the appointment. He may re- 
fuse to sign any bill passed by either 
House of Parilament. He appoints all 
bishops, and during the vacancy of 
any see. He has the temporal powers 
of the bishop of that see. He might 
mark his coronation by making every 
man and woman a baronet or a mar- 
chioness, and none might decline the 
title. He may discharge practically 
all ‘the civil servants of the kingdom. 
He may break every treaty,_dismiss 
every Ambassador and recall every 
British representative from the capi- 
tals of Europe. He only may make 
money, and he may make sovereigns 
of lead or brass and give them the 
stamp of the royal mint.—[Shanghal 
Times.

After going nearly six 
miles over this road, the marker ap- 
pears at the point Where the Burnsville 
road crosses. The visitor then turns 
to the north, and, after about a quar- 
ter of a mile, the lane leading to the 
Marr home is seen, The lane runs to 
the house through one of the finest 
plecés of farming land in Bartholomew 
county.—[Indianapolis News.
